Materials needed: Instructions: 

e Sturdy paper, such as card stock 1. Print tag on sturdy paper. 

e Pen or pencil 2. Cut along the dotted lines. 

e Ribbon or string 3. Fold the tag along the sold line. 
e Hole punch A. Fill out the tag. 

e Scissors” 5. Laminate the tag (optional). 

e Laminating sheet (optional) 6. Punch out the hole, then run
